Suey Place.

Mother Wanted to Prevent 
Young Daughter From Be- 
coming Chinaman’s Bride. 


Mrs. Sadie Waldon, who was arrested 
with her is-year-old sister, Marguerite 
Helm, in a raid on a chop suey res- 


taurant, after policemen had entered 
the place over tne roofs of adjoining 
buildings, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that she first met Leon Ling, 
proprietor of the restaurant, as a mem- 
ber of her Chinese class in the Sunday 
school of Union M. E. Church, Garrison 
and Lucas avenues, three years ago. 
She had then been a divorcee for a year. 

Her 10-year-old son, Roy Waldon, has 
for seven months past lived with her in 
rooms over the restaurant, at 2301 Wash- 
ington avenue, and has listened almost 
nightly to the songs and shouts of the 
revelers -from the neighboring disor- 
derly district, who frequent the place. 
The problem of his future custody will 
probably be presented by the Police De- 
partment to the Juvenile Court, / 

Will Send Girl Away. 

Marguerite Helm was at the home of 
her sister, Mrs. Kate Lydon, 1428% North 
Thirteenth street, Monday. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. Catherine Helm, said that if 
the police case against the girl was 
dropped she would have the alternative 
of going to Smithton, I=., where an- 
other married sister lives, or being sent 
to the House of the Good Shepherd. 

Mrs. Waldon and Marguerite Helm. 
with Leon Ling and Sam Ling, pro- 
prietor and.employe of the restau- 
rant, were placed under common law 
bonds to answer any charge that might 
be preferred. Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Falkenhainer refused Monday, 
after hearing the police side of the mat- 
ter, to take any action. Their arrest 
Sunday morning was the result of the 
complaint of Willljam Helm of 13828 South 
Fourteenth street, the young women’s 
brother. 

“We knew that Sadie lived at the 
Chinese place,’”’ said Mrs. Helm, the 
mother, Monday, “but she is 29 years 
old and we had no control over her. 
But when we found that she was enter- 
taining Marguerite there and was try- 
ing to get her to marry a Chinese, we 
thought it was time to interfere.”’ 

Wanted Sister to Marry Chinese. 

Mrs. Helm said that Sadie Waldon at- 
tempted six years ago to get one of her 
sisters, now married, to go to Mem- 
phis with her and marry a Chinese. She 
said she knew nothing of her having 
been a Sunday-school teacher, but said 
she had been an associate of Chinese 
long before the time when she says she 
taught Leon Ling at the Union Sunday 
school.

Mrs. Waldon was much in the company 
of a Chinese her® doctor. 

“Tl got acquainted with Leon in the 
Union Sunday School,’ said Mrs.’ Wal- 
don to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “] had 
a class there. I attended that church 
when I was first married, and sent my 
little boy to Sunday school there, and 
when I vofunteered to teach in the Cnhi- 
nese Sunday school they let me. I aia 
this because I was interested in the 
Chinese.” 

She said her experience as a teacher 
Was not a wae one, and when asked 
why she gave up her class, she shrugged 
her shoulders and said she “got tireq’’ 
of teaching. 

Was Beauty Doctor. 

“After that,” she said, “I was a 
beauty doctor, and had rooms at 
4299F Finney avenue. Leon came to 
see me there, and did me many kind- 
nesses, and when I was sick and 
without money he helped me. I went 
to Colorado, and when I returned I 
wen to his restanrant to live. I had 
rooms 6n the third floor and the Chi- 
nese lived on the second floor. 

“My sister came to live with me a 
few days ago because she did not 
want to live with her other sister, 
here, Mrs. Lydon, and work in a fac- 
tory. She could have married a 
Chinese silk merchant, but had not 
made up her mind. 

“Mrs. Lydon was to blame for thia 
arrest. She was angry because Mar- 
Zuerite would not live até her house.” 

At the Union M. E.. Church Monday 
inquiries concerning the Chinese Sunday 
school were referred to its superirtend- 
ent, Joseph Avery. He was out of the 
city.

BRITISH CRUISER 
HTS THE ROCKS: 
FIGHTEEN LOST 


Ship Runs Ashore off Korea 
and Men in Hold are 
Drowned. 








By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 22.—Eighteen 


were lost when the British cruiser Bed- 
ford ran ashore on the rocks of Quelpart 
Island, Korea, yesterday, accordiry to 
the report received here by the Ad- 


tives 


miralty. 
The men were members of the engine 


room staff. ¢ 
The accident occurred during full- 


speed trials of the vessel and the cruiser 
was evidently badly smashed, since the 
deaths are stated officially to have been 
due to “‘the inrush of water.”’ There are 
many sunken rocks in this vicinity and 
navigation in the passage between Bar- 
low Island and Giffard Island, its neigh- 
bor, is not recommended for this reason. 

The Bedford is an armored cruiser of 
the so-called “country” class of 9800 
tons, completed in 1903 at a coat of $3,- 
530,000. She is armed with 14 six-inch 
guns; has a rated speed of nearly 2 
knots and carries a normal complement 
of 687 men. ~~ 

Cruiser Practically Lost. 

The vessel lies in such a desperate 
position that -there is practically no pos- 
sibility of saving her. The hull is full 
of water up to the engine room bulk- 
head, the water pouring in through gap- 
ing holes punched by the sunken rocks 
and the officers and crew have ee: tak- 
en off. 
The sister warships, Minotaur and 
Monmouth of the British squadron which 
anchored yesterday near the wreck to 
render any assistance possible, were 
obliged to put to sea last night, owing 
to the heavy weather. 


Cruiser in a Bad Way. 
TOKIO, Aug. 22.—Further details of 
the grounding of the British cruiser 
Fedford, which ran ashore on the west- 
ern portion of the Quelpart Island, show 
that the vesse! Is se-ously damaged and 
lies in a bad positicn. 

Only meager reports by wireless have 
boen received, but according tc these it 
appears that the Bedford struck the 
recks two miles west of Quelpart Is- 
land, lying about fifty miles south of 
Korea off the entrance to the Straits 
of Korea, during a thick fog at 4 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 

The cruiser was then sailing with a 
Firitish squadron from Wei Hail, China, 
for Nagaski. The bottom of the. ship 
and the machinery, according to wire- 
less reports, sufferod serious daiwage 
from the rocks and the cruiser is pound- 
ing badly in the high seas. A number 
of Japanese warships accompanied by 
lighters and salvage vessels were dis- 
patched from the nearest Japanese sta- 
tion immediately on receipt of the news 
of the disaster, but whether the ship 
ean be salvaged is doubtful. . 

The Japanese Government has been re- 
quested to furnish any assistance possi- 
ble. 

The wreck resembles in many respects 
that of the battleship Montagu which 
cost the British Navy one of its first- 
class vessels. The Montagu struck on 
the docks at Lundy Island in the Bris- 
tol Channel during a heavy fog, May

ASKS COURT TO 
NAME PLANTERS 
BANK RECEIVER 


While depositors, pursuant to a notice 
from the management, were withdraw- 


-ing their deposits Monday from the 


Planters Bank, William C. Young. of 
Indianapolis, a stockholder. filed # suit 
asking a receivership for the bank and 


charging unlawful discrimination in fa- 
vor of the officers and directors, to the 
stockholders’ disadvantage. 

The bank last Friday sent out notices 
to its depositors to .call and get their 
money. It was stated at the bank, at 
Fourth and Olive streets, Monday, that 
the depositors’ money was intact, and 
that all the deposits, amounting .to less 
than $60,000, would be paid in full. The 
bank’s withdrawal from business, it was 
stated, was due to the action of the 
Clearing House Association in excluding 
the Planters from membership and re- 
fusing to allow it to clear through any 
other bank. 

An injunction to restrain. the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Assurance. Co.. from’ ab- 
sorbing the.bank was also applied for 
by Young and Judge Sale granted the 
temporary writ, returnable Wednesday 
morning. 

High salaries and injudicious loans, 
Young alleges in his petition, have im- 
paired the bank’s assets to the ameunt 
of $50,000. The capital stock is $300,000, 
and the surplus $60,000. 

Stockholders Liquidate Stock. 

On account of the unsuccessful man- 
agement of the bank, the petition 
charges, officers and directors have 
turned in their —— to the 
amount of more than $30,000 and have 
received full payment for them. ‘This, 
Young charges, constitutes unfair and 
unlawful treatment of the other stock- 
holders. 

Young, who says he owns 26 
shares of stock, states in his petition 
that the bank has abandoned busi- 
ness and has turned over to the In- 
ternational Bank the deposit ac- 
counts of banks outside the city. It 
has offered, the petition says, to turn 
Over individual deposits amounting 
to $50,000 to the International. but 
that bank has refused to accept

“|GREECY AND HIS. 
SUN CAUGHT IN 
SWOLLEN STREAM 


Former Chief of Police Edmond P. 
Creecy and his son. Perkins, narrowly 
escaped drowning when a. tugsy in 
which they were fording the Gasconade 


River near Creecy’s farm at Waynes- 
ville, Mo., overturned into @ whirlpool, 
according to a news telegram Monday 
to the Post-Dispatth. 

The former Chief and his son were in 
a buggy drawn by a span of fine horses 
he recently bought. One of the horses, 
a spirited bay, was drowned and the 
buggy was wrecked. 

The team became frightened at a fish- 
erman’s skiff while fording the river at 
Bartlett’s Mill, gthree miles from 
Waynesville. The stream was swollen 
and the whirlpool into which the vehicle 
was drawn is regarded as one of the 
most dangerous spots in it. 

Failed to Save Horses. 

Chief Creecy calleq. his son, who 
swims well, to try to make the shore 
and not worry about the horses and 
buggy. . The Chief, floating with the 
overturned vehicle, enfleavored to 
keep the heads.of the frightened ani- 
mals ,above stream, but, despite his 
efforts, one of them was drowned and 
the other kicked the buggy almost to 
pleces. 

The buggy turned over and over in 
the deep eddying water, according to the 
dispatches, and only Creecy’s coolness 
saved‘him from being dragged under the 
water. L. H. Trower and his son, Mert, 
were not far away and rushed to the 
former Chief’s assistance, cutting the 
harness to liberate the horses.

Commendation of the expose by the 
Post-Dispatch of filthy conditions in 
some St. Louls bakeries is contained in 
letters which arrived Monday. One is 
from Pacific, Mo., and says: 

There certainly is more truth than 
poetry in K. L. Schnell’s letter re- 
garding the bakeries in St. Louis. I 
know of a complaint filed today by a 
family which found a big wad of 
tobacco in a loaf of St. Louis bread. 
If that is sanitary, I will say no 
more. 

Another letter is from E. H. Hohen- 
garten, manager of the Home Bakery, 
formerly president of the Missouri! State 
Association of Master Bakers, and now 
a member of the executive board of the 
National Association. He _ criticises 
Schnell personally, but says in part: 

* Post-Dispatch Praised. 

Allow me to congratulate you for 
the fearlessness with which you 
wage war against the filthy bakeries 
of our city, and your direct efforts 
in the exposure of them. 

In order to be fair to the baking 
industry of St. Louis, I am satis- 
fied that the Post-Dispatch—which I 
have always known to be impar- 
tial in such matters—will be, will- 
ing to let its readers know that - 
there are also many clean and sani- 
tary bakeries in our city. 

Personally, I heartily indorse your 
campaign to eliminate, if possible, 
just such filthy bakeries as describ- 
ed at length by Mr. Schnell. They 
are detrimental not only to the 
health of the public, but to the 
baking industry at large. There- 
fore, in justice to the many clean, 
sanitary bakeries in St. Louis, I 
fee] it to be my duty to reply to 
Mr. Schnell’s thoughtless accusa- 
tions. 

Another writer, signing himself “A 
Son of a Well-Known Baker,” says in 
part: 

Advises Night Inspection. 

I have had some experience with 
bakeshop inspectors. I knew one to 
call on ua once who didn’t know the 
first thing about a bakery. He told 
me to scrub out the oven. I told 
him he was crazy, to think I would 
crawl into a hot oven and scrub. 

I think the Health Commissioner 
and Factory Inspector would do 
more good to hire men who are post- 
ed on the bakers’ tricks. Some bak- 
ers and confectioners use canned 
eggs, and others use egg powder, and 
their customers think they are get- 
ting fine pastry. I believe in clean 
and healthy bakeshops. Night is the 
best time to inspect them, as you 
ean see then how the men work.

While Sheriff Grueninger of St. Louis

tles and half drained glasses, These 
were swiftly concealed and when Dep- 
uty Sheriff Clarence Campbell arrived 
a few minutes later, the scene was 
decorous and law-abiding. 

Campbell departed and #0 minutes 
later, after he manager had an- 
swered a telephone call, the lid blew 
off in an instant. 

Lid on Half an Hour. 

At 2 p. m. 20 men were thumping bot- 
ties upon the bar and clinking glasses 
in a rear room at Al Sauter’s resort, 
on the Natural Bridge road, east of 
sinelawn. The telephone bell rang, the 
bartender listened at the receiver for a 
moment, and, then rapidly swept glasses 
and bottles out of sight. The drouth 
continued half an hour. No officer ap- 
pearing, the warning proved to have 
been a false alarm and the “evidence” 
reappeared from its place of conceal- 
ment, 

The Hd was not only off at John 
Wipke’s park, across the lake, but a 
ballyhoo man stood at the dock on the 
east shore and announced the fact in 
stentorian accents to all comers. His 
“spiel,’’ taken verbatim, was as follows: 

“All aboard for Wipke’s Park! Nice { 
cold bottles, 10 cents. Anything you 
want! Right this way, girls. Free 
dancing. Plenty of partners!” 

So alluring was this advertisement, 
that the launch cruising to Wipke’s 
place was crowded on each outgoing 
trip, two-thirds of the passengers 
being women, some of them drunk. 
Liquors and beer were served on the 
boat. 

Frazee Cottage Closed. 

Harry Frazee's “Cottage’’ at Creve 
Coeur Lake was closed, following the 
publication in last Monday’s Post-Dis- 
patch of the fact that he was retail- 
ing a beverage bearing a temperance 
label, but pronounced by connisseurs

APE GRIES “FIRE” 
~ AT MATGH BLAZE 


Suzie Laughs and Obeys Or- 
ders;.Can Tell the Differ- 
ence of Colors.

NEW YORG, Aug. 22—After Nfiving 
seven years in a bamboo hut in the 
heart of the African junglé, with only 
two negro servants and wild chimpan- 


zees and gorillas for companions, Prof. 
Richard L. Garner, famous American

anthropologist, reached New York yes- 
terday aboard ‘the French line steam- 

hip La Touraine, with “Susie,” the 7- 
months-old ape who is said to talk and 
understand the English language. 

For twenty years Prof. Garner has 
made a study of the animals that Dar- 
win declared were our ancesters, and 
in 1908 he sailed on his fourth trip to 
Cape Lopez, Western Africa, his pur- 
pose being, he said, to watch and learn 
the habits of the chimpanzee in its 
wild state and to observe its capabili- 
ties without suggestion or training, and, 
most important of all, to discover if the 
ape is able to distinguish Gitterent colors 
and forms. — 

He has returned with volumtnous 
data and thrilling tales of adventures 
and escapes. “Susie” spent most of 
the voyage in a cage in the butch- 
er’s room, but part of the time she 
was on deck entertaining the pas- 
sengers. She has a little chair that 
she carries about, and when told to 
“come here,” or “laweh” she obeys 
with soldierly alacrity. 

Cries Out Fire. 

Her diet has consisted of from a 
pint to a quart of milk a day, 10 
lumps of sugar, and either coffee, 
beer or wine to drink. When a 
match ig lighted she cries out in a 
squeaky little voice, “Feu,” the 
French word for fire. _, 

“YT left Philadelphia Sept. 28, 1903, 
for the French Congo,” said Prof. 
Garner, “and when I reached Cape 
Lopez I started for Lake Fernan Vaz, 
about 100 miles inland with a negro 
cook, a negro boy, two Winchester 
rifles and my old steel wire cage 
that I had made in 1892 and that I 
used on my three former expedi- 
tions. , 

“The country around Fernan Vaz 
is terrible. Sometimes we had to 
make long circuits because the 
swamps and jungle were impassable, 
and it was while canoeing in the 
Bay of Mandfi that we capsized and 
I lost my cage. When I reached the 
lake I selected the most isolated 
spot I could find, as far away from 
the native villages as posible, and 
in a part where I was told chim- 
panzees and gorillas abounded, 

Watches Monkey’s Hnabits. 

“YT built a small house of bamboo, and 
there I lived for almost seven years, 
subsisting on native foods, fish, manicc 
or cassava—a kind of root that is very 
nutritious—and bananas, and also on 
fruit that I planted, partly for my own 
use and partly to induce the chimpan- 
zeeg and gorillas to steal “so that, un- 
seen, I could watch their habits. 

“During my four expeditiong I have 
had a total of 22 chimpanzees and nine 
gorillas in my house. They were al 
young ones, which I bought from na- 
tives to experiment with. I let them 
have their freedom, but they always 
came back at night to sleep. The goril- 
las were not so tractable and occasion- 
ally I°had to confine and guard them. 
In my opinion the chimpanzee ig the 
highest tyBe of the lower animals ang 
has the most brain power.” 

Prof. Garnier declares that from his 
studies of the chimpanzee he fs con- 
vinced that it has a bad memory and 
does not cherish a grievance for: very 
long, and that it has not the resentment 
of the human being. Neither has the 
native of Congo, he added, the resent- 


ment of the white man. You can flog 


the native one day, he said, and he 
will be sullen the next, and the thira 
day he will be over it.

There are two striking reasons, 

The bridge arbitrary stands as a grim warn- 
ing to siteseekers to turn elsewhere in their 
search. The arbitrary is a pirate’s tribute from 
a subject people. It is a deterring advertise- 
ment that the railroads have done what the 
constitution forbids the states to do—levy im- 
posts on goods coming into the State. The ar- 
bitrary has cost St. Louis thousands of pop ula- 
tion in ten years. 

The second of the two great causes is lack of 
adequate transportation facilities. This is due 
partly to the United Railways whose manage- 
ment could ameliorate conditions somewhat by 
working their lines to 100 per cent of their 
efficiency instead of 70 per cent; but the chief 
reason is the outgrowing of surface accommoda- 
tions of any kind. The unfortunate feature {fs 
that an underground or overhead railroad is 
quite impossible. The city has so progressed in 
thought since 1900 that franchise grabbers are 
unwelcome visitors, but its moneyed men have 
not reached the point of development where 
patriotism has supplanted cupidity. The city 
will not give a graft franchise. Capital will 
accept -no other kind. St. Louis must mark 
time until capital becomes satisfied with honest 
earnings on honest investment and 8st. Louis 
must pay the penalty in growth. 

Other reasons may contribute a proportion of 
the difficulties despite which St. Louis grows 
and prospers, but they are so inconsequential 
that the elimination of the two mentioned 
would leave St. Louis a free city—free to realize 
on the tremendous advantages of location in 
the heart of a tributary population of 30,000,000 
people. 

The Republican Congressional Committee, it is 
hinted, is now ready to help insurgent nominees, 
having definitely ascertained that insurgent 
nominees need no help. 

A NEW HAMPSHIRE INSURGENT. 

The campaign in New Hampshjre has been set 
a-shivering by the reappearance of William E.

Chandler was once a Senator from New Hamp- 
shire; once a member of the Cabinet in the dis- 
tant past of Arthur’s time.

“liar.” Now he emerges again. 

Down in old Rome, when ghosts came forth to

day Caesar was assassinated. At least, that is 
what Shakspeare says. Now, what is going to 
follow the resumption of squeak and gibver on 
the part of Chandler? Does it mean that Roose- 
velt or that Taft is to be butchered in shambles 
of his own party? 

There is perhaps something of fateful signifi- 
cance in the fact that the grim old stalwart 
arises in the town of Concord just as Taft is 
praying for peace, while Roosevelt mutters men- 
aces of war. He comes forth breathing threats 
against the corporations that dominate his State. 
He says: “It is better to destroy the industries 
created by trusts than to endure the oppression 
and the crimes of the trusts.” “Such is the voice 
from Concord. It is insurgency in New Hamp- 
shire. What next?

Trade Schools for Girls. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It was discovered recently that a factory in 
St. Louls was employing girls at 10 cents a day. 
The excuse given was that the girl in question 
was learning the trade and was not yet capable 
of earning more than the 10 cents. That it is 
unjust and productive of physical degeneration 
and crime for employers to pay girls less than a 
decent living is generally acknowledged, but em- 
ployers will continue doing so until compelled by 
law not to. 

In New Zealang when a factory owner pleaded 
that he could not keep his factory running if he 
paid a greater salary than the one complained of, 
the judge ordered him to close down. “The purity 
and general welfare of the women and girls in 
New Zealand,” he said, “is of far greater im- 
portance to the Stat. than the goods produced 
in your factory.” Women vote in New Zealand. 
In Missouri it is supposeq to be none of their 
business how many under-paid factory girls 
land in the gutter. When the maternal instinct 
to. protect the young is left out of politics and 
girls unskilled, young and unorganized are thrust 
into industry, we have the evils of a 10-cent 
wage. The employer doesn’t like to waste ma- 
terial and time teaching a girl and then as soon 
as proficient have her leave for a more preten- 
tious establishment. And girls must enter un- 
taught, for where is there a trade school for her 
to go to and who would pay her tuition? Since 
men on $1.60 a day will attempt to rear a family 
of nine or 10 children they must all perforce 
leave home to earn their bread when they can 
bring to industry but a child’s non-comprehension 
and non-patience. 

A free municipal trade school is just as neces- 
sary as the public schools. We can do without 
logarithms and the classics, but we must have 
something to eat even if we have to sell body 
and soul to get it. Let women’s vote help estab- 
lish trade schools. Let her be consulted about 
screening foodstuffs and abolishing filthy cellar 
bakeries. Let her by her vote mean something 
to the city in the way of sanitation, clean goy- 
ernment, factory labor and orphan or delinquent 
children. Let our army of young girls just start- 
ing out in life realize that the mother heart and 
mother farsightedness have not been relinquished 
at the nursery door, but is with them all the 
way.
